If addi- 
tional releases are given the food- 
etuffs will be shipped as far as 
possible by rail and then transferred 
to trucks.

Greek Planes, Troops Battle 
Guerrillas Near Slav Border 


ATHENS, (AP) — Greek fighter 
planes and relief troops were re- 
ported Monday to have joined bat- 
tle with guerilla bands making their 
third attack in five days on Arch- 
anghelos, west of ravaged Skra near 
the Yugoslav border, 

Salonika dispatches quoted a com- 
munique as saying the attackers 
came from across the border and 

metrated Greek defences about 

% miles. 

The relief column speeded to the 
village, the report continued, in- 
flicted heavy casualties on the band 
and left the battlefield littered with 
dead, 

The Greek general staff submitted 
to Premier Tsaldaris details of all 
attacks near the border since Oct. 1 
for presentation to the American 
and British ambassadors to Greece. 

The ambassadors, Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh of the United States and Sir 
Clifford Norton of Britain, were 
scheduled to call on Tsaldaris, in 
connection with the government's 
consideration of proposals to com- 
plain to the United Nations about 
the activity of guerillas.

Gale Lashes Nome, 
Destroys Supplies 


NOME, Alaska (AP) — A sec- 
ond terrific winter gale struck 
Nome without warning Sunday, des- 
troying part of the city’s winter 
food supply, wrecking its power 
plant and doing heavy damage to 
water front buildings, 

Towering waves whipped by a 
freezing wind hurled sea ice against 
the rear of business structures, 
whose shoreline bulkhead protection 
was swept away by a violent storm 
that cost two lives three weeks ago.

This northern 
Alaska coast city is isolated except 
by air, due to freezing of the Ber- 
ing sea, and few building materials 
are on hand for repairs.

PORT ARTHUR, (CP)—The Mar-

Employment act by which veterans 
may return to the jobs they held 
prior to enlistment, 

Defence Counsel J. F. W. Ross | 
told the court the company's pos- 
itiqn in 1942 under its former 
name was considerably different 
than it was today. 

“During Col. Johnson's absence, 
the company has expanded tre-| 
mendously, spending in the neigh- | 
borhood of $20,000,000 in deve‘oping | 
its new mills and townsite at 
Marathon, Ont. Under this in- 
creased expansion program, the 
company does not find it feasible 
to employ Col, Johnson in his form- 
er capacity.” 

Admitting his evidence was 
“weak,” Mr. Ross said the company 
regretted its inability to comply 
with the provisions of the rein- 
statement act, but had no alterna- 
tive and “must pay the penalty.” 

The act provided that a veteran 
not reinstated receive 12 weeks pay | 
at a rate equal to that paid before , 
enlistment. Because Col. Johnson 
received a production bonus in ad- 
dition to his $7,500 annual salary, 
crown counsel said, the company

Soundings Show | 
Deep Water Arcs 


By Thomas R. Henry 

WASHINGTON, (NANA) 
Great arcs of very deep water bor- 
der the Pacific ocean from. the 
Aleutians to the Philippines. All are 
close to ares of islands — such as 
the Aleutians, Japan and the Mar- 
janas which are particularly 
liable to volcanoes and earthquakes 

The existence of this deep trench 
of broken arcs has been made clear 
by soundings made by navy ships 
throughout the war. Several of the 
separate arcs making up the trench 
have been known before some 
of them for as long as a century. 

They include the celebrated Min- 
danao trench with the deepest 
water in the world. The signifigance 
of the war soundings was that they 
filled in hitherto unknown areas 
and demonstrated that the West 
Pacific trench is very nearly con- | 
tinuous 

Undersea Mountains 

Along the edges of the trench 
new voleanoes appear from time to 
time. One of these in violent erup- 
tion was found last winter by a 
British warship just south of Japan. 
Previously the spot had been shown 
on maps only very shallow 
shoal. Thus, it new island 
are born. 

Among the most curious features 
revealed by navy underwater sound- 
ings during the war, according to 
reports just issued by the hydro- 
graphic office, is a string of sub- 
merged flat-topped undersea 
mountains stretching all the way 
from Hawaii to the Marianas. 

More then 100 of these have been 
located to date. The top of each is 
an almost flat plane with sloping 
beaches, The origin of these peaks 
is a mystery. Presumably they once 
stood above sea level and were 
sawed off” by wave action, so that 
now they average about 3,000 feet 
below the surface of the sea. 

If their location and contours are 
better established. according to a 
hydrographic office report, they 
may be used as “undersea beacons,” 
enabling ships to locate themselves , 
precisely by sonic echoes. }

democracy can function with uniform and 
general satisfaction.

‘Free Movement 
Of Food Unheld' 


REGINA, (CP)—Delegates to the 
22nd annual meetings of the Sask- 
atchewan Wheat Pool*said in a re- 
solution Friday they “cannot sup- 
port any action which will inter- 
fere with the free movement of 
food supplies” to Great Britain and 
other devastated areas of Europe. 

Endorsation of the resolution 
came after a discussion of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the recent 
30-day non-delivery strike called 
by the Alberta Farmers’ Union and 
supported by the United Farmers of 
Canada, an organization confined 
to Saskatchewan. 

The resolution further stated the 
organization would defend the right 
of the farmer to strike “so long 
as that rivht is legally held by other 
classes of the people of Canada,” 
but the meeing was of “the oninion 
that the withholdings of farm pro- 
ducts from the market should not 
be resorted to as a method of secur- 
ing improvement in agricultural 
conditions until: 

1. All other methods {nvolvine 
consultation, negotiations with 
governments, etc., have failed 

2. Such action has been approved 
by the Canadian Federation of 
Apriculture as the eastern or west- 
ern federations, and 

3, The question has been referred 
to the membership through its 
elected representatives, and suffi- 
cient support is indicated to ensure 
a reasonable prosnect that bene- 
ficial results will be obtained. 

The resolution was passed “in 
view of the urpent need for food 
supplies in Great Britain and other 
devasted areas of Europe.”

Claims Farm Costs’ 
Exceed Price Rise 


TORONTO, (CP) — Upsctiing of 
the balance cstablished in wartime 
between agriculture, industry and 
labor has led to discontent among 
farmers and organized protest from 
some agricultural groups, H. H. 
Hannam of O!.awa, president of the | 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, | 
told directors of the Ontario Feder- | 
ation of Agriculture. 

“A reasonable balance was at- 
tained during the later war years 
and farmers expected with good 
reason that at least that measure 
of balance would be maintained,” 
he said. 

“But this balance has not been 
maintained. As controls were re- 
laxed, industry and labor jumped 
in to obtain increases and each in- 
crease has meant a rise in farm- 
ers’ cost of production. There have 
been increases in a few farm com- 
modities but as a whole the price 
levels have been held by consumer | 
opinion and by. export market | 
prices.” 

Mr. Hannam asserted that the Al- 
berta farmers’ strike “seriously | 
undermined” the farmers’ situation | 
in Canada. |

probably have nad a rebel crowd in 
Ontario today. 

“It could spread, This farmers’ | 
union has prebably had a great

Doubt Dominion 
Considers Draft 


OTTAWA, (CP)— Plans for Can- | 
ada’s peacetime armed forces are 
being reviewed in the light of de- 
velopments since the plans were 
formulated more than a year ago, 
it was learned here. | 


A high government official said 
the chiefs of staff of three armed 
services met with the cabinet Thurs- 
day and went over the plans with 
a view to deciding whether any 
changes si.suld be made in the 
light of events at home and abroad. 

He said it had been decided when | 
the plans first were drawn up that 
the peacetime forces would be 
raised through the voluntary method 
and not by conscription. The chiefs 
of staff had never worked on the 
assumption there would be peace- 
time conscription. 

As there was good response to 
current recruiting of the three forces, 
he doubted the question of con- 
scription was broached at the cabi- 
net meeting. 

May Change Plans 

The plans for the post-war forces 
call for a permanent navy of 10,000 
men with a reserve of 18,000, an 
army of 25,000 backed by a reserve 
of six divisions, and an air force 
of 20,000, backed by a reserve of 
unspecified strength. 

The official recalled that Canada’s 
plans for the post-war forces were 
drawn up before it was known just 
what size of a force the dominion 
might be required to raise by the 
United Nations fer the maintenance 
of world peace. 

Now some of the major powers 
in the United Nations were calling 
for disarn‘rament—a move favored 
by Canada—and the whole question 
was due to come up for discussion 
at the current meetings of the 
United Nations general assembly in | 
New York. 

The official said any changes in| 
Canada’s plans for the forces likely 
would not come until after the dist 
cussions before the assembly were 
completed. 

Propose Organization? 

He pointed to the fact that For- 
eign Minister St. Laurent, head of 
the Canadian delegation to the 
United Nations meetings; and State 
Secretary Martin, a member of the 
delegation, had returned from New | 
York to Ottawa and sat in on the 
talks with the chiefs of staff, 

There was speculation in some cir- 
cles that the chiefs of staff had sug- 
gested how the post-war forces could 
best be organized in light of the 
development of the atomic bomb, 
buzz bombs and other weapons of 
destruction.

Lauds Work Done 
By Medical Corns 


OTTAWA, (CP)—No branch of 
the army made a greater contribu- 
tion to victory than the medical 
corps, Viscount Alexander told the 
annual meeting of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons 
Saturday. 

The governor-general spoke at a 
dinner winding up the two-day con- 
vention. About 500 doctors from 
all parts of Canada heard his ex- 
cellency, who earlier in the day had 
received an honorary fellowship in 
the society at a convocation. 

Viscount Alexander told the 
doctors of the work of medical 
corps men under his command 
while he was head of Allied forces 
advancing to victory in the Medit- 
erranean theatre. He had high 
commendation for their work. 

“During the six years of fight- 
ing,” he declared, “the armies of 
the more civilized nations were re- 
markably free from disease and 
sickness of all kinds.

The freezing system, which poss- 
ibly would go into effect next sum- 
mer, would prevent preferences be- 
ing increased and under the ceil- 
ing thus established, negotiations 
for tariff reductions could be car- 
ried forward.

It is understood that the Com-

‘Ask Tribunals to Consider 
Children in British Divorces

LONDON. — Britain's heavily-in-| Offers to Return 


creased divorce rate, which has 
forced legal authorities to speed up 
hearing of divorce actions, has 
raised another, graver problem: 
what about the children of divorced 
parents? 

Currently, the courts are con- 
centrating on streamlining  pro- 
cedure to get rid of a heavy back- 
log of 35,000 pending divorces, and 
it was announced all county court 
judges henceforth will act also as 
divorce commissioners with power to 
hear and decide on divorce actions, 


But Britain's Married Women's 
association declared that in the 
haste of getting divorce cases out 
of the way, the welfare of children 
is often overlooked. Two-thirds of 
all cases before the courts, it claims, 
involve children — whose lives may 
be blasted by the break-up of their 
home. 

The association has asked Lord 
Jowitt, lord chancellor, to set up 
children's tribunals, as appendages 
to divorce courts, in which the wel- 
fare of children may be considered. 
Each divorce judge, in the view of 
the association's secretary Juanita 
Frances, should be advised by a 
tribunal consisting of two doctors, 
a psychiatrist, a probation officer. 
a school teacher and an experienced 
welfare worker 

Tt would be tribunal's job to ad- 
vise the judge what course would 
be best for the child's future — 
whether {ft should go Into the cus- 
tody of one of the parents, to a 
boarding school or should come 
under the care of municipal child 
welfare service.
